sir&vsky, said that the Western 
powers are "marking time and, 
in effect, glossing over the Soviet 
Union's constructive proposals." 


The conference sessions are se- 


cret but the Tass reporter said 
the U.S.S.R. submitted "new im- 
portant proposals" when the talks 
resumed last Monday. No details 
wurc given. 


^ This was the first indication the 
Sowels had made any new pro- 
posals. 


_ Chief Soviet Delegate Semyon 
K. Tsarapkin has repeatedly told 
newsmen that he would hear out 
the new Western plan before mak- 
ing any move in the conference.

Macmillon

millan is adhering to his original 
schedule calling for a visit first 
to the West Indies and meetings 
with Kennedy April 5-G. 


The prime minister went aboard 


his plane after only a few hours 
sleep, having been kept up by an 
emergency midnight Cabinet ses- 
sion on the Laotian crisis and 
Kennedy's statement on Laos at 
his-news conference. 


Macmillan did not mention Laos 


in his airport statement. But the 
critical situation in the Southeast 
Asian kingdom undoubtedly was 
much in his mind when he said of 
his forthcoming meeting with the 
American president: "I hope we 
shall make progress in settling or 
moving toward the settlement of 
the many problems that confront 
us in the free world today."

State Plans 
to Step Up 
TB Battle

LITTLE ROCK (AP) -Armed 


with $100,000 in fresh money, the 
state Health Department will step 
up its continuing battle against 
tuberculosis July 1. 


The 1961 Legislature gave the 


department 
$100,000 
in 
state 


money for the tuberculosis con- 
control program, the first such 
appropriation, ever 
from 
state 


funds. 


"It's not as much as we'd like 


to have, but it's a start in the 
right direction," said Dr. J.T. 
Ilerron, state health officer. 


The Health Department asked 


the Legislature for $439,000 a year 
for 
tuberculosis control. "This 


was what we needed for a max- 
imum program — the kind of pro- 
gram that could stamp out TB 
in one generation," Herron said. 


Both state and federal money 


will not be available until the new 
fiscal year starts July 1. 


Then the department will hire 


10 new nurses for assignment to 
counties with a high incidence of 
tuberculosis and it will accelerate 
its X-ray and skin test programs 
for early detection of the disease. 


The tuberculosis program has 


made great gains since it began 
operating mobile X-ray units in 
the late 1940s and since discovery 
of - drugs 
which are 
effective 


against the tuberculoses germ. 


For 
example, 
in 1051, the 


earlier years for which accurate 
figures are available, there were 
2,174 
new cases of TB and 535 


TB deaths. This was reduced to 
'00 cases and 188 deaths in 1959, 
Lhc last year for which complete 
figures are available. 


National health officials 
esti- 


mate that tuberculosis could be 
stamped out in one generation 
'about 20 years) with an inclusive 
detection and treatment program.

Kennedy has pledged action to- 
ward 
providing Negroes 
with 


equal accommodations when they 
attend any Civil War Centennial 
Commission function in the South. 


Kennedy told his news confer- 


ence Thursday night that the com- 
mission's decision that it cannot 
require Southern hotel keepers to 
provide rooms for Negro repre- 
sentatiiives can'tgounchallenged. 
sentatiives can't go unchallenged. 


The President said the Civil 


War group is an official body of 
the government, sustained by fed- 
eral funds and its membership 
filled in part by federal appoint- 
ments. 


"It is my strong belief that any 


program of this kind in which the 
United States is engaged should 
provide 
facilities 
and meeting 


places which do not discriminate 
on the ground ot race or color," 
Kennedy said. 


He said he is getting in touch 


with Gen. U. S. Grant III, head of 
the commission, 'to see if some- 
thing cannot be worked out that 
supports this principle, "because 
we cannot leave -the situation as 
it is today." 


Kennedy gave no hint of what 


action he might take. But Sen.- 
Snm J. Ervin Jr. D-N. C., said in 
an interview that short of per- 
suading the centennial group not 
to hold meetings in the South, he 
doesn't know what the President 
can do. 


The controversy arose when a 


Negro member of the New Jersey 
centennial group said she had 
been denied a room at a Charles- 
ton, S. C. hotel for a scheduled 
meeting of state affiliates April 
11-12. The New Jersey unit voted 
to boycott the session, and the 
New York and Illinois groups took' 
similar action Thursday.
